light Hundred Crispins Start a Grand Co-opera- 


tive Boot ractoiy to Chicago. 


[From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. August W.J 
The shoemakers are considering a 


scheme to start an immense and novel 
business establishment in Chicago. 
The leading men of the Crispins have 
been holding secret meeting day after 
day during the strike, aud the result 
ia n plan for a co-operative factory 
which shall surpass, in quantity- and 
quality of its work, all the others in 
tbo city combined. The idle duys of 
the past three weeks have been passed 
in busily figuring up the cost of hides 
and capacity of tanneries, and the 
profit of the Northwestern boot and 
shoe trade. The question as to the 
possibilities of competing with East- 
ern Chinese made stock or Joliet con- 
tractors was argued pro and con. 
Finally the plan was settled upon. 


PLAN Of ORGANIZATION. 


In Chicago there are some eight 


hundred union shoemakers, all of 
whom are to have an interest in the 
corporation. 
The first thing they 


demand is to have living wage?. The 
officers of the union are to control 
this matter aa well as elect the exec- 
utive board, under whose manage- 
ment the factory will be. There were 
two general principles that bad strong 
advocates, according to which the in- 
stitution was to be founded. 
One 


party were in favor of having share 
holders in tha ordinary way in which 
companies are generally founded. 
But there were others whodemandad 
that no man should have but one 
share and one vote, This, it appears, 
was finally approved by the majority, 
is it was feared if individuals were 
illowed to take any number of shares 
it would soon become a monopoly, 
and dividends in tha most ultra capi 
fcalistie style would be the result. 
Now, however, by allowing each 
workman to receive a single share 
there will be, it is claimed, no chance 
for corruption by the formation of a 
ring to steal. The profits of the busi- 
ness are first to be used iu its ampli- 
fication nnd then to be divided in the 
way of increasing the wages of the 
workmen. This will amount to the 
sntne as the payment of the dividend 
direct, each workman having asiogle 
share. 


•WHAT LED TO THE ENTBRPBIBB. 
The shoemakers say that the agita 


tion caused by the strike baa wet them 
to thinking, and has shown them the 
large profits possible to the business 
They say that a boot can be made for 
about thirteen cents, besides the cos1 


of the leather, and that when il is 
ready for the market there is neve: 
less than twenty-five per cent, prod 
on it, and as high us seventy per 
cent. 
Chicago is the great center o: 


the Western market, and that they 
take into account in summing up the 
facilities for the prosecution of the 
enterprise. Again, they claim thai 
they will accomplish for Chicago 
what she does not obtain now— 
is, to make the shoes to supply her 
trade 
They say now that they do 


not actually make one-tenth of th 
goods that go out from the shops 
here bearing the trademark of the 
house. They will do away with this 
custom, and lime the boots and shoos 
of the great West made right here 
out of leather from Chicago tan 
ueries. 


TBRBUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


An Eastern exchange uyi that 


Lteryiews with prominent bnsineu 
men in dffierent department! leave 
he impression that the Fall trade 
will b« better than any since the 
mnio. It seems to be the general 
ipinion that tha shrinkage* which all 
bave more or less suffered 
have 


cached their limit, and that tha ten- 
lenoy is now upward. Much of the 
hrinkage, however, is aaid to be 
more apparent than real. 
Where 


here bas been no destruction of 
iroperty as in case of tire or other 
ike disasters, values are relative and 
are measured by tha condition of 
money. The purchasing power of 
the present currency is much larger 
than during the inflation period. If 
he prices of labor have diminished, 
lie oo«t of living has depreciated in a 
ike ratio. The common wants of a 
'amily are all to be met at low prices, 
and there is little actual Buffering in 
onr community for lack of the means 
of comfortable subsistence. The sta- 
tistics of the number of unemployed 
show, also, that this matter has been 
exaggerated. The volume of trade is 
not so large as at some former periods 
nor are the profits large, but the 
condition of business may be quite 
as healthy for all that.—S. F. Post. 


A Swiss engineer, of Zurich, has 


invented a road locomotive by which 
lie can travel over ordinary roads. 
He has arrived at Basle. It Ims an 
engine of twenty-five horse power; it 
oan tow a train of vehicles, and it can 
be converted into a steam engine 
capable of throwing a stream of water 
to a hight of 180 feet.
